Early heads city detectives

LL David Early, who in re¬ 
cent years has been head of 
the secretive Special Investi¬ 
gations Unit of the Romulus 
Police Department, was 
named Friday to replace retir¬ 
ing Detective Lt. Kenneth 
Kraus. 

Kraus was the first and only 
head of detectives in Romulus 
Police Department history. 

Police Chief Charles 
(Chuck) Kirby said Early will 
head the combined Detective 
Bureau-Special Investigations 


Unit in the revised police de¬ 
partment setup. The former 
Special Investigation unit was 
the undercover group that 
probed various types of vice 
problems including drugs and 
prostitution. 

Also named as new execu¬ 
tive lieutenants are Lt. Eric 
Painter, who will oversee the 
patrol officers; and Lt. Robert 
Brown, who will supervise the 
administrative services of the 
police department. 

A trio of other lieutenants 
will be named in coming days 
to supervise the department’s 
three shifts, but only one Lt. 


Daryl Poe being already se¬ 
lected for one of those posts. 

Kirby said eight Romulus 
police sergeants will fake a 
written lieutenant’s test on 
July 24 and later will be inter¬ 
viewed separately by a panel 
of out-of-town police professio¬ 
nals. 

Each will then earn a partic¬ 
ular number of points and a 
police lieutenant’s list will be 
created. 

The top two will be named 
lieutenants shortly after the 
list is drawn up and the re¬ 
mainder will stay on the list 
for future appointments. 


The long awaited Romulus 
dream highway that was 
planned a decade or more ago 
to help create a financial cry 
for the construction of a mas¬ 
sive Metro area office complex 
and possible convention cen¬ 
ter has finally been started. 

While construction work 
has actually begun, some area 
residents say they still won’t 
believe it until they see the 
first traffic roll along the 
dream route. 

“We never had to place any 
speed bumps on the blue 
prints for the Vining Road pro¬ 
ject,” one scoffer said, “be¬ 
cause you don’t need traffic 
hindrances placed where the 
only visible movement is back¬ 
wards.” 

He added “we didn’t exactly 
have a dream team working on 
our dream highway.” 

But in recent months Mayor 
William Oakley’s forces are be¬ 
ing credited with getting 
Wayne County government and 
Florida financier E. Llwyd Ec¬ 
clestone involved as project 
payers as well as players. 

Oakley said he is not 100% 
sure what or who created the 
real bottlenecks or lack of ac¬ 
tion on the Vining Road pro¬ 
ject during the past'decade. 

But various councilmen 
(past and present) finally in¬ 
formed Ecclestone agents in 
recent years (particularly 
since the 1994 council election 
campaign) that the city would 
not spend “one more dime” of 
city money, until Ecclestone 
showed some type of construc¬ 
tion work being done on the 
1,500-acre project site. 

Ecclestone was able to get 
the city to invest millions of 
dollars in quality infrastruc¬ 
ture projects to increase the 
value of his property, past and 
current council members com¬ 
plain. Now it is Ecclestone’s 
chance to put his “money 


where his mouth has been for 
10 years,” they state. 

Ecclestone critics said for 
years “all we got were press 
releases and so called Metro 
World Centre update meetings 
provided by Ecclestone, but no 
sounds of shovels or other con¬ 
struction equipment being 
worked. 

“We’re hoping everything 
that is being talked about now, 
really happens,” they say cau¬ 
tiously. 

There often was talk of a 
possible convention center 
there during the administra¬ 
tions of former Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, but those comments 
apparently periodically irked 
some top people in Detroit and 
in Wayne County government. 

A major road construction 
project near the Vining Road 
interchange was started in re¬ 
cent years and supposedly was 
to be named McAnally Blvd. 
But during the past political 
campaign it quickly was re¬ 
named “the road to no where! 

When asked Tuesday if that 
road name designation would 
change, Oakley said, “I’m con¬ 
fident it will and it probably 
won’t bear any person’s 
name.” 

Oakley is particularly proud 
of being able to get Wayne 
County-Metro Airport officials 
to financially join the project 
Up until that time, Oakley said, 
the officials continued to dis¬ 
claim any interest in the 
grow'th project. 

As the old sand pit is re¬ 
designed to contain water, 
Oakley said, I can envision a 
number of condos and upscale 
townhouses being created 
nearby. 

With Metro Airport now be¬ 
coming the prime “Gateway to 
China” in the U.S., Oakley said, 
we also can expect a major 
spurt in import-export com¬ 
panies located in the Romulus 
area.

In a memo to Bedell on 
April 25 Simons stated “it is 
my recommendation that the 
medical staff at the Romulus 
Adolescent Health Center be 
allowed to provide birth con¬ 
trol counseling to patients, 
who request such informa¬ 
tion.” 

She added “I also believe it 
is imperative that the medical 
staff be permitted to bring up 
the subject of birth control, 
particularly when treating an 
adolescent for a sexually 
transmitted disease and when 
administering a pregnancy 
test.” 

Simons said the need for a 
change in center operations 
has been evident for a number 


of years as 90 live births were 
recorded in Romulus in 1994 
by females between the ages of 
15 and 19. 

“Romulus is the second 
highest in this category in 
Wayne County outside of De¬ 
troit,” Simons said. 

Health tests at the center 
are “accessible, affordable 
and available” today, Simons 
said. Last year the center 
served 882 different students 
and serviced collectively 3,000 
office appointments. 

While the center still cannot 
pass out any birth control pills 
or devices to students under 
state law, the staff can conduct

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Sharing the Spirit: Recollections of an Olympic torch bearer

1996 Olympic Torchbearer 

The Olympic Flame for the 
1996 Summer games was offi¬ 
cially lit March 30 in Olympia, 
Greece. The Flame was flown 
from Athens to Los Angeles, 
then transported via helicop¬ 
ter to the Los Angeles Coli¬ 
seum where it began its 84 day, 
15,000 mile, 42 state journey to 
Atlanta, Georgia. The Olympic 
Torch Relay represents the 
passing of the Flame - symbol¬ 
izing spirit, knowledge, and 
life -- from one torch to the 
next. 

1996 Olympic torchbearers 
were selected a variety of 
ways. In addition to former 
Olympians selected by the At¬ 
lanta Committee for the Olym¬ 
pic Games (ACOG), several 
athletes and celebrities, in¬ 
cluding Miami Dolphins quar¬ 
terback Dan Marino and film 
director Robert Zemeckis, 
were chosen to represent 1996 
Olympic sponsors. 

Some 2,500 of the 10,000 
Torchbearer were selected as 
“Community Heroes,” based 
on nominations. The rest, my¬ 
self included, were awarded 
the honor of carrying the 
Flame in Coca-Cola’s “Share 
the Spirit” sweepstakes. 

In early April, I received a 
call, informing me of my selec¬ 
tion as an official torchbearer. 
A few days later, I received 
and returned the “legal” pack¬ 
age. I was surprised to learn I 
was able to purchase the torch 
that I would carry. Purchase 
the torch? Yes, it is not the 
torch that is passed; it’s the 
“Flame.” That is one oppor¬ 
tunity I would not let pass! 

The torches for the Centen¬ 
nial Olympic Games relay 
were designed by Greek- 
American Peter Mas- 
trogiannis. He captured the 
look of the ancient torches, 
which were nothing more than 
reeds bound together, and 
dipped in oil. His design incor¬ 
porates 22 aluminum “reeds” 
representing each of the mod¬ 
ern Olympiads. The top gold 
plated brass band is etched 
with the Atlanta Olympic logo, 
an olive branch and the Quilt 
of Leaves motif. The lower 
band is etched with the names 
if the twenty two previous host 
city’s names and dates. The 
hardwood handles, made from 
Georgia pecan, were manufac¬ 
tured by the Louisville Slugger 
company. The torches weigh 
2-l> pounds and, at 32 inches 
long, are the tallest torch ever 
used for the Summer Olym¬ 
pics. The design helps the 
Flame resist rain, and with¬ 
stand winds of up to 40 miles 
per hour. 

With the forms signed and 
delivered, and the payment for 
the torch made, there was 
nothing to do but wait... and 
wait... and wait. The anticipa¬ 
tion was overwhelming, and 
talking about it with friends 
and family was driving them 
absolutely nuts! 

When the relay began in Los 
Angeles, April 27, the media 
started tracking the daily pro¬ 
gress, and my anticipation 
grew 10 fold. A few days later, I 
began receiving the 


Torchbearer Newsletter, and in¬ 
formation finally began trick¬ 
ling in. 

News reports of torch- 
bearers dropping their torches 
started making me a bit ner¬ 
vous. I wasn’t worried about 
the distance, considering each 
person carries the Flame a 
maximum of 1 Kilometer (5/8 
mile), but I was concerned 
about holding the torch up¬ 
right and outstretched for the 
length of my segment. I de¬ 
cided to start training. I made 
a “training torch,” 1-1/2 pounds 
heavier than the real one, and 
I walked the maximum dis¬ 
tance every day for a month. 

I received my uniform, con¬ 
sisting of shorts and socks on 
May 28, but still no word regar¬ 
ding my relay segment loca¬ 
tion and time. 

Saturday, June 8, 1996; the 
big day. Since the relay was 
scheduled to arrive in my area 
around midnight, I wasn’t re¬ 
quired to report to my desig¬ 
nated collection point until 
10:30 p.m. Saturday was a long 
day. The skies began to 
threaten as evening fell, which 
only added to my anxiety, so I 
went to my collection point at 
Dearborn High School, 45 min¬ 
utes early. Surprisingly, I 
found other torchbearers al¬ 
ready there. They had a long 
day too. With everyone 
checked in, and uniforms is¬ 
sued to those who didn’t re¬ 
ceive them in advance, we 
were handed our torches. Af¬ 
ter two months of anticipation, 
I finally had the torch in my 
hand! Since I had purchased it 
in advance, I was set to take my 
torch home, but some torch¬ 
bearers had previously de¬ 
cided not to spend the $275. 
After gettingfTt'in their hands 
though, no one could go home 
without it. We boarded our 
shuttle bus and pulled away, 
as a light rain began to fall. 

The relay was behind 
schedule by about 35 to 40 min¬ 
utes, due to weather condi¬ 
tions in Ohio. That gave us 
time to drive up and down our 
route to see all the people that 
came to see us. It also gave us 
time to get to know each other 
as well. Our group of runners 
included men and women 
from all walks of life, ranging 
in age from 15 to 71, and in¬ 
cluded three Olympians. 

One gentleman was a speed 
walker, who competed in 
Seoul in 1988, and was partici¬ 
pating in his fourth Olympic 
trials this year. A speed skater, 
who took a silver medal in Lil- 
liehammer last Winter, flew 
out from Chicago at a mo¬ 
ment’s notice to fill a vacant 
runner slot. He took his law 
exam on the plane, and faxed 
it to his professor when he 
landed in Detroit. A spring 
board diver wore the bronze 
medal she won in Barcelona, 
giving all of us a close up'look. 

Our oldest relay member, 
Robert McClellon of South- 
gate, didn’t let his age slow 
him down. My only fellow 
Dearborn Heights resident to 
run was Donnie Calderon, Jr. 
His mother, who teaches at my 
children’s school, nominated 
him for the work he and his 
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’s of Jobs!

friends organized to benefit 
underprivileged children in 
the area. 

I was to pass the flame to 
Kevin Mitchell of Dearborn, 
but at the last minute, orga¬ 
nizers placed an additional 
runner between him and me. 
Kevin was absolutely thrilled 
to have the honor of carrying 
the Flame into the celebration 
at Dearborn High School, 
where he graduated in 1973. 
Other, more recent, graduates 
included our two escort run¬ 
ners who graduated from their 
high school, the day before! 
Their track coach in Ohio nom¬ 
inated them for their athletic 
accomplishments and commu¬ 
nity service. 

We cheered for our com¬ 
rades, as each stepped off the 
bus. On our very first stop, the 
waiting crowd greeted us with

a heart felt chorus of God Bless 
America. 

When I was dropped off in 
front of Village Ford on Michi¬ 
gan Avenue, in Dearborn, I 
was greeted by my parents 
holding my segment marker 
flag, my brother and his family, 
and a few friends. 

As the caravan approached, 
a relay volunteer pulled up on 
motorcycle. Per the instruc¬ 
tions I received on the shuttle, 
I handed him my torch. He 
turned the valve in the base, 
causing propane to rush out 
the top. He showed me where 
to stand to receive the Flame, 
and assured me he would be at 
the finish of my segment, to 
again assist me. Just before I 
took my position in the street, 
he gave me a few words of en¬ 
couragement and a pat on the 
back. As with the other relay 


volunteers, his sincerity is 
something I will never forget. 

I held the Flame high in my 
left hand, and waved to the 
crowds with my right. I remem¬ 
ber thinking I was glad I prac¬ 
ticed with a heavier torch, and 
I was worried about the wet, 
slick pavement. Raining on my 
parade is one thing, but slip¬ 
ping and falling is quite an¬ 
other. 

The closer I got to the inter¬ 
section of Michigan Avenue 
and Outer Drive, the thicker 
the crowds became. Police mo¬ 
torcycles to my immediate left 
and right were clearing the 
spectators that were spilling 
into the street. At one point, 
the crowd was too thick, and 
the motorcycle to my right was 
stuck in a group of people. My 
escort and I continued on, and 
actually preceded our police 
escort for a short distance! 

When I made my left turn 
onto Outer Drive, the awesome 
gravity of the experience be¬ 
gan to take hold. The crowds 
were deafening, as they 
cheered and chanted: U-S-A, 
U-S-A! I felt as if they were 
towering besides me like the 
parting of the Red Sea, in the 
movie, The Ten Command¬ 
ments. I was totally over¬ 
whelmed, and suddenly Peter 
Sears’ words became crystal 
clear. I didn’t know whether to 
laugh or cry, I may have done 
both, or just break down and 
collapse in the street. A sense 
of euphoria came over me, 
such that I’ve never felt, and 
most probably will never feel 
again. 

As I looked up the street, I 
could see the next runner, 
Charles. He was standing in 


the center of the dimly 
street with his torch proudly 
held as high as he could. I 
reached up with my torch to 
pass him the Flame, and now it. 
truly symbolized for me, the 
passing of spirit, knowledge ' 
and life. With only a simple 
nod, it was his turn. 

As promised, my relay vol-' 
unteer was waiting for me. I 
handed him my torch, and with 
a quick twist, the Flame was 
out. Also waiting for me were 
my wife, her brother and his 
fiancee. With just enough time 
for a photo and a kiss, I was 
back on a shuttle. When I 2 
boarded the bus, I was greet- 2 
ing with cheers from the other^ 
torchbearers like a returning^ 
hero. The volunteer on board ! 
offered me something to drink. 11 
I still have the bottle simply 
labeled, “1996 Olympic Torch 
Relay Bottled Water.” We were 
also presented with a com- 11 
memorative Olympic Torch¬ 
bearer 8 ounce bottle of Coca- 1 
Cola. When I stepped off the ’ 
bus back at the high school, I 
handed my torch to another 
volunteer, who turned it back 
on, to purge the remaining 
fuel. 

With T-shirts for my girls/ 
and a coffee mug for myself, 
there was nothing left to do/ 
but go home. We drove off in 7 
the pouring rain. My day was 
over, but will never be forgot¬ 
ten.

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Riopelle suit 
hearings slated 

Two court hearings are 
slated for later this month in 
the Tamara Riopelle lawsuit 
against the 34th District Couxt 
and two of its former adminis¬ 
trators. 

Lawyers for Riopelle have 
filed a two count suit charging 
that she was unneceessarily 
suspended from her job as as¬ 
sistant administrator at the 
34th District Court, during a 
State Police investigation into 
the loss of about $270,000 in 
court funds. 

Her position later was abol¬ 
ished and she is seeking in ex¬ 
cess of $10,000 for past, current 
and ftiture salary losses. 

Riopelle also is suing for¬ 
mer court administrators 
Charles Walls and Nancy 
Schuette for past actions that 
negatively impacted her ca¬ 
reer. 

Next Monday a status con¬ 
ference will be held in the 
courtroom of Circuit Judge Ka¬ 
thleen MacDonald as the law¬ 
yers from both sides offer 
various motions. 

Then on Friday motions for 
a summary' disposition will be 
offered by lawyers for the 
court and former administra¬ 
tors, asking that the suit be dis¬ 
missed.

Retiring Kraus is cited by

Retiring Romulus Detective 
Lt. Kenneth Kraus was hon¬ 
ored by over 100 friends and 
relatives last Friday at a spe¬ 
cial luncheon conducted in the 
city’s Recreation Department. 

Kraus retired 15 years ago 
after spending a quarter of a 
century with the Michigan 
State Police. 

First Romulus Police Chief 
Donald Flood told the gather¬ 
ing that he immediately 
thought of bringing Kraus to 
Romulus upon hearing of his 
pending first retirement 


Flood said he offered the 
top detective job to Kraus at 
his State Police retirement 
party back in 1981 and admit¬ 
ted that Kraus didn’t jump at 
the chance to begin a second 
law enforcement career right 
away. 

But after a week’s vacation, 
Flood said Kraus agreed to 
take the job. 

“In today’s world complet¬ 
ing a 40-year career in law en- 
forcement is a special 
accomplishment,” Flood said. 

After being presented with 
several plaques from police of¬ 
ficials and one from the Ro- 


mulus Police and Fire 
Commission, the soft spoken 
Kraus admitted this second re¬ 
tirement was going to create a 
major “change in my life¬ 
style.”

Auto Zone vote due Monday

The Romulus City Council 
on Monday night will be asked 
to approve a zoning change on 
Van Bom road that will allow 
for the construction of a nearly 
half million dollar national 
auto parts dealership. 

The request by AutoZone of 
Memphis, Tenn. stressed that 
the zoning change would add 
$10,000 annually to the city’s 
property tax base. r 

If AutoZone can garner a 
needed fifth council vote from 
either Mayor pro tern Randoph 
Gear or council member De¬ 
borah Romak, it would be in 
line to hire 15 local employees. 

A small group of nearby 
home owner protesters ap¬ 
peared at the last council 
meeting to complain that the 
opening of the car parts busi¬ 
ness would add traffic to a 
nearby sidestreet. 


Veteran Councilman Jim¬ 
mie Raspberry warned that if 
Romulus turns down the zon¬ 
ing bid, neighboring Wayne 
could allow the parts store to 
build on the opposite side of 
Van Bom road. 

“In that case,” Raspberry 
said, “we could still get the 
traffic increase, but Wayne 
would get the financial advan¬ 
tage from AutoZone!” 

The auto parts store man¬ 
agement obtained a Planning 
Commission recommendation 
recently and the minimum re¬ 
quired four council votes to in¬ 
troduce the zoning change two 
weeks ago. 

But a fifth affirmative vote 
is needed next Monday and 
that possibility is made more 
difficult as Councilman Will¬ 
iam Crova has abstained from 
the vote (on both the Planning 
Commission and council level) 
because his family runs a com¬ 
petitive business. 


An AutoZone spokeswoman 
said the firm prides itself on 
low prices and clean store fa¬ 
cilities. Its stores sell every¬ 
thing from spark plugs to 
engines and offers free testing 
of vehicle batteries, starters 
and alternators. 

“Another special feature of¬ 
fered to AutoZone customers 
is a loan-a- tool program that 
allows do-it-yourselfers a 
chance to borrow certain spe¬ 
cialty tools for one time re¬ 
pairs,” the spokeswoman said. 

“For instance a customer 
would pay for the needed tool 
at the store and receive a full 
refund when the tool is re¬ 
turned within 48 hours,” the 
spokeswoman concluded. 

Answering a question from 
a private citizen, the spokes¬ 
woman said “AutoZone does 
not anticipate asking for any 
future tax abatement in Ro¬ 
mulus.”

Rotarians and guests from 
124 nations explored a variety 
of issues through workshops 
and panel discussions. Ses¬ 
sions focused on involvement 
in family and community con¬ 
cerns, international human¬ 
itarian projects, exchange 
programs and planning Ro¬ 
tary’s future. 

When presenting Ogata, 68, 
with the Rotary’s highest 
honor, Rotary International 
President Herbert G. Brown 
hailed her for the hope and se¬ 
curity she provides to children 


and adults worldwide. “As a 
former Rotary scholar, she is a 
shining example of the ideals 
and the promise of Rotary,” he 
said. 

Ogata indicated the U.S. 
$100,000 grant, which comes 
with the Rotary award, will be 
used to assist refugees in Af¬ 
rica. 

Rotary International began 
in 1905 in Chicago, Ill., USA. 
Today, Rotary has more than 
28,000 clubs with 1.2 million 
members in 154 countries. Ro¬ 
tarians are dedicated to volun¬ 
teer community service, 
promoting high ethical stan¬ 
dards in all vocations and fur¬ 
thering international peace.

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Wayne-Westland 
Board of Education 
members and citizens 
came to a win-win 
conclusion Monday 
night, when the board 
voted 7-0 not to sell 
the controversial Sassafras Trails. 

Hundreds of citizens had packed the meet¬ 
ing room to demand that Sassafras, a 60-plus 
acre nature preserve located on Wildwood just 
north of Palmer, be administered by the school 
district. Some school officials wanted to sell 
the land to developers looking to build homes 
and condominiums. They expected the sale to 
earn a great deal of money for the school dis¬ 
trict, thus helping to offset a possible deficit in 
1997-98. 

In the end, justice was served for all. The 
Department of Natural Resources was given 
ownership of the land in exchange for a 
$520,000 grant to the school system to preserve 
the Westland trails. This does two things: It as¬ 
sures students and parents that there will be 
ample money to maintain the nature preserve 
and eliminates any possibility, other than a 
home a year by the Building Trades Class, that 
homes will be built on the land.

A rare undeveloped area of Westland has 
been saved from development and money has 
been found to maintain the area. Definitely 
win-win for everyone.

Much has been made of 
whether deep injection wells 
are safe. Locally, deep injection 
wells have been in use in Romu¬ 
lus and Taylor for over 20 years 
at Sun Oil Company’s well pro¬ 
ject south of Ecorse Road along 
Inkster Road which handles and 
stores hazardous and flammable 
material is stored in the earth. 
There are many other deep in¬ 
jection wells that are being used 
successfully in Michigan such as 
the Commercial deep well in 
Houghton Lake, Mich. Other pri¬ 
vate deep wells have been used 
successfully in Detroit and Dear¬ 
born. Even a facility called 
“Aunt Nelly’s Kitchens” oper¬ 
ates a deep well in Michigan. 

People do recognize there 
have been some problems with 
deep wells in the past, but not 
since the EPA has required im¬ 
proved well design features. 
Deepwells have been in use for 
over fifty years. Two significant 
studies of deep well technology 
were performed in the late 1980’s 
by both the State government 
and industry that concluded 
deep wells should continue to be 
used because they provide a safe 
means for disposal of duluted 
wastes. About 500 class 1 injec¬ 
tion wells are in use today, about 
200 of those are used for haz¬ 
ardous waste. Of the 500 class 1 
wells, extensive file review by 
the Underground Council, Inc. 
indicates that only five wells ex¬ 



perienced leakage of waste to 
drinking water. These incidents 
were the result of leaks in the 
casings an were detected by 
monitoring devices. 

The project team who per¬ 
formed this study also had an op¬ 
portunity to assess all State and 
Federal Class 1 well regulatory 
programs. They note that the 
Federal Underground Injection 
Control (UIC) program has 
brought all state programs up to 
uniform and consistent permit¬ 
ting, compliance, inspection and 
enforcement standards. These 
steps act to safeguard the envi¬ 
ronment and the operation of in¬ 
jection wells. 

Results of this study suggest 
that there has been great im- 
porvement in the operation of 
Class 1 wells since the imple¬ 
mentation of Federal regula¬ 
tions passed in the early 1980’s. It 
also shows that routine inspec¬ 
tions by qualified personnel and 
follow up routine maintenance 
can give us a viable waste dis¬ 
posal method about which much 
is known. We have the scientific 
and regulatory tools available to 
us, we simply need to use them 
to the fullest No evidence of any 
leakage from wells constructed 
to today’s standards exists. 

The USEPA was recently in 
Romulus for a public meeting 
and stated that all of the com¬ 
plaints about the deep wells in 
Vickery, Ohio were unfounded 
and they specifically said “there 
is no problem with the Vickery, 


Ohio wells” and that these wells 
represent safe technology. 

The State of Texas recently 
permitted an additional well in 
Winona, Tex. where local resi¬ 
dents have complained heavily 
about other facilities for recy¬ 
cling wastes at the same site 
where highly concentrated 
chemicals are handled, not dilut¬ 
ed wastewater as is proposed for 
the Romulus project. The local 
residents in Winona, Tex. have 
experienced air pollution prob¬ 
lems due to the paint and solvent 
recovery facilities,' but the deep 
well has not been shown to have 
leaked into the soil or groundwa¬ 
ter. 

A USEPA report written to 
compare various disposal meth¬ 
ods has found deep wells to be 
safer than incineration, landfills 
and treatment plants. 

Results of these studies are 
available at our offices. We 
would be pleased to discuss 
these reports with any interested 
residents at their convenience.

Detroit sewer system “is no 
longer acceptable.” 

Dr. Heidtke explained that 
sewage treatment plants are 
designed to treat human sew¬ 
age, not storm water.

If you can do this, you can 
Scuba Talk. 

After reading Scuba Talk, 
you should be able to perform 
hand signals for 22 of the most 
commonly seen sea animals in 
the waters of the Caribbean, 
Bahamas, Florida Keys and 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

Aside from teaching the 
easy to use hand signals, Scuba 
Talk also aims to educate 
readers about sea life and div¬ 
ing safety. Author Keith A. 
Ellenbogen, a master scuba 
diver trainer, gives general in¬ 
formation about each animals’ 
habits and behaviors, using 
language easy to understand 
for any age group. Did you 
know sharks can detect motion 
from over 1000 feet, and can 
detect mere drops of blood in 
the water from quarter-mile 
away? 

Interesting, little-known 
facts can be found in “Diver’s 
Pearls” with almost every en¬ 
try in the book. 

“It’s all fun and games until 
you lose an eye. The eyes of the 
triggerfish are strategically set 
towards the back of its head to 
avoid accidents when eating 
foods like sea urchins,” the au¬ 
thor yrrites. The ray is the only

provide a pearl of information 
about. Instead, three different 
types of rays are described. 
The manta ray can have a wing 
span of approximately 22 feet 
Wanting to protect the 
oceans and the sea life in 
them, Ellenbogen includes 
several tips on how scuba 
divers and others can preserve 
this basically unchartered 
area of the world. In one in¬ 
stallment of “Reef Awareness” 
Ellenbogen writes that shells, 
coral, sand and fish, both dead 
and alive, are an important 
part of a healthy reef ecosys¬ 
tem. “Refrain from collecting

or purchasing any products as¬ 
sociated with the destruction 
of the coral reef. Adopt the 
attitude-look, but do not take 
■ or touch,” the author suggests. 


Aside from the easy to un¬ 
derstand diagrams, general in¬ 
formation, interesting facts, 
and environmental tidbits, 
what really grabs you with this 
book are the amazing photos. 
If you enjoy marine life, but 
you’re not a scuba diver, the 
photos alone make this book a 
worthwhile investment 

The author understands 
that divers need to communi¬ 
cate more to each other than 
the fact that a sea turtle is in 
the vicinity. They need to be 
able to tell their dive buddy if 
they are okay or not if they are 
out of air, and ask how much 




air pressure they have, among 
other things. In part two of 
Scuba Talk “traditional” hand 
signals are given. 

Part three is an information 
keeper for scuba divers. A pre- 
trip checklist, pre-dive equip¬ 
ment checklist, and addresses 
of scuba buddies can be listed 
in this section, along with a log 
book for each of the animals 
found in this book.

Days of Negro League recalled by former player

Although John (Buck) 
O’Neil is often told that he 
came onto the baseball scene 
too soon - too early to play in 
the integrated major leagues - 
in his new book, he downplays 
the negatives and focuses on 
the good times he experienced 
with the Monarchs and other 
black baseball teams. 

Eighty-two-year-old Buck 
O’Neil, a player-manager in 
the all-black baseball league 
in pre-World War II days, re¬ 
calls his experiences in I Was 
Right on Time, written with 
Steve Wulf and David Conrads. 

“I played with Satchel 
Paige, I managed Ernie Banks, 
I coached Lou Brock, I scouted 
Lee Smith. I’ve said it before, 
I’ll say it again: I was right on 
time.” 

While playing with the Kan¬ 
sas City Monarchs, he crossed 
paths with Cab Calloway, Bil¬ 
lie Holliday and Bojangles 
Robinson, all of whom per¬ 
formed in Kansas City, the 
mecca of jazz music. 

O’Neil is currently chair¬ 
man of the Negro Leagues 
Baseball Museum in Kansas 
City, Mo., and has the distinc¬ 
tion of being the first African- 
American to hold a coaching 
position in major league base¬ 
ball. He was a scout for the 
Cubs and the Kansas City 
Royals. 

He was born in 1911 in Car- 
rabelle, Fla., and attended 
school in Sarasota. After grad- 
uating from elementary 
school, O’Neil’s education 
abruptly ended because there 
was no black high school in the 
city. Incidentally, in 1995, Sar¬ 
asota High School granted him 
a diploma - 69 years late. 

At 12, he started working on 
a celery farm and shining 
shoes to make ends meet, and 
also played first base for the 
Sarasota Tigers. Edward Wa¬ 
ters College awarded him an 
athletic scholarship and, after 
completing high-school re¬ 
quirements, he attended col¬ 
lege for two years before 
leaving to play for the Miami 
Giants for $10 a week plus 
room and board.

With humor and candor, 
O’Neil describes the life of 
players in the all black league, 
who were banned from many 
restaurants and hotels in the 
towns in which they played. 
However, the camaraderie of 
the players provided a bright 
side the days of indignities. 

He describes a time when a 
player was refused the right to 
use a gas station rest room 
when they were traveling, and 
the team spokesman an¬ 
nounced that they would pur¬ 
chase gas elsewhere -- 
prompting the owner change 
his mind quickly. 

O’Neil’s association with 
Satchel Paige provides many 
humorous anecdotes, among 
them the reason O’Neil was 
dubbed “Nancy” by Paige. 

Satchel was known as a 


“ladies’ man” in his younger 
days, and he arranged to have 
a young woman named Nancy 
meet him in his hotel room. 
Nancy was in Paige’s room 
when the ballplayer’s finance 
came unannounced to the ho¬ 
tel to surprise him. It took 
some scrambling to move 
Nancy and her luggage into an 
adjoining room, while Paige 
came down the back way and 
greeted her as if he had just 
arrived. 

During the night, Paige tip¬ 
toed down the hall and 
knocked on Nancy’s door, call¬ 
ing her name softly. O’Neil, 
knowing that Paige’s fiance 
was listening, came out of his 
room and responded. From 
that time on, Paige called 
O’Neil “Nancy.” 



“By the time I got to the 
Monarchs, blacks were in a 
new world. I knew that overall, 
of course, we weren’t yet 
where we should be, but to be 
a Monarch was a taste of some¬ 
thing special, the good life.” 

He was named player- 
manager of the Monarchs after 
he was discharged from the 
Navy in 1946. Ten years later, 
he became a scout for the Chi¬ 
cago Cubs, and subsequently 
uncovered, among others, fu¬ 
ture Hall of Famer Lou Brock. 

In 1962, the Cubs made 
O’Neil the first black coach in 
the majors. After he retired in 
1988, the Kansas City Royals 
hired him as a part- time scout 
He fUll, rich life is told in 
the pages of the book, along 
with anecdotes about many 
well-known and lesser-known 
baseball players. 

The book, published by Si¬ 
mon & Schuster, is available at 
local bookstores for $22.

The lines have been 
drawn, and a crowd has 
gathered, as kids from two 
housing projects in Inkster 
prepare to go face-to-face, 
and nose-to- nose. 

This may sound like a 
dangerous combination, but 
in reality, this is a positive 
event Their battlefield is an 
outdoor basketball court, 
and their weapon is their 
skill. 

“We are trying to bring 
the two groups together to 
end any animosity against 
each other,” said George 
Thompson, a former basket¬ 
ball coach at Inkster High 
School. “This is a commu¬ 
nity activity to get rid of the 
idea of ‘I live here, you live 
there.’” 

The kids, who come 
mainly from Lemoyne Gar¬ 


den and Demby Housing 
projects, practice five to six 
days a week, with games on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays 
played at alternating bas¬ 
ketball courts. Each area 
has two teams, made up of 6 
to 12 year olds, and 13 to 16 
year olds. They have also at¬ 
tended a basketball clinic at 
Eastern Michigan Univer¬ 
sity, and are preparing to 
pay a visit to the Joe 
Dumars Field House, as 
well as the University of De¬ 
troit. 

The community program 
is in its second year. “We are 
conditioning the attitude 
that they can get together 
and have fun - that’s the 
main thing,” Thompson 
said. “Unfortunately, we 
don’t have this during the 
winter. But in the winter, 
most of the kids are in¬ 
volved in high school sports 
which takes the place of it.” 


In the past there have 
been rival gangs in the two 
housing projects. Vicious 
fights, vandalism and other 
crimes have occurred. The 
idea behind the basketball 
tournament, is to let the 
kids get to know one an¬ 
other and hopefully end the 
rivalry. 

“One reason there is so 
much animosity between 
the two groups has to do so 
much with conditions, dress 
and vocabulary,” Thompson 
explained.

Mrozinski, along with Jeff 
Rutter, assistant director of 
Wayne Parks and Recreation, 
Gary Clark and Mark Morton, 
make up the tournament and 
rules committee for the Aug. 
34 championships. 

The tournament is open to 


golfers - men and women - re¬ 
siding in the cities of Wayne, 
Westland, Inkster, Romulus, 
Inkster, Canton Township and 
Garden City. 

The competitors will be 
vying for city titles and also 
seeking to qualify for the Mich¬ 
igan Parks and Recreation 
state finals. The top five fin¬ 
ishers from each of the p artici¬ 
pating cities will be eligible to 
advance to the state.

THE VERDICT; 

Highs - Fast, fairly roomy, 
impressive styling, priced to 
sell. 

Lows - Plethora of plastic in¬ 
terior, unique reddish orange 
dashboard lighting. 

Finally the Pontiac Bunch 
designed a stylish sedan and 
there’s some muscle under 
neath the handsome exterior. 
T>ress the gas and the new Bon¬ 
neville SLE downshifts almost 
instantaneously, hurling for¬ 
ward. It’s sure to be thought of 
as a modern sleeper. 

Pontiac was gracious 
enough to loan us the Bon¬ 
neville for a three week test. 
Over 2000 miles, on all types of 
terrain, and the SLE met every 
challenge. The supercharged 
SLE (the supercharger kicks in 
.with the push of a button) pro 
vides a real thrill that is far 
speedier than most any car in 
its class. 

The SLE features a super 
charged 3.8L, V-6, 240 horse¬ 
power engine. That’s 15 
horsepower more than pre¬ 
vious Bonnevilles. Bon 
neville’s with this 
supercharger have an EPA 
.fuel economy rating of 17 mpg 
city/25 highway. 

The Bonneville is decked 
out with most every amenity 
available to car buffs. Some of 
my personal favorites include: 

1. The radio controls on the 
-steering column. For someone 
‘who constantly changes sta¬ 
tions this feature gives one the 
•freedom to change at the 
wheel without having to take 
your eyes off the road. 

2. A truck that will easily 


hold four large-sized golf bags. 

3. The automatic daytime 
running lamps are a wonderful 
safety feature. Automatic 
DRL’s go on when the ignition 
is on and the vehicle is in gear 
and off when the engine is 
stopped. 

4. The doors locks automat 
ically once you put the car into 
reverse. 

5. A panic button that is acti¬ 
vated by a stroke of the finger 
on the programmable keyless 
entry system. The button sets 
off an alarm that activates the 
horn. In addition headlamps 
and taillights flash on and off. 

6. Vanity mirrors on both 
the driver and passenger sides 
that control the amount of light 
for day or night viewing. 

We would be remiss if we 
didn’t mention a few negatives 
we found with the Bonneville 
SLE. They are; 

1. An overabundance of re¬ 
liance on plastic. A car of this 
magnitude is cheapened by 
the exorbitant use of plastic. 
Why not toss in bits of leather 
or cloth, especially on the 
doors. 

2 The reddish orange dash 
board lighting was a distrac 
tion, rather than help in 
reading the instrument panels. 
Pontiac would do well to stick 
with a basic color. 

3. A $28,000 car ought to be 
equipped with a CD player as 
standard equipment. 

Compared to other sedans 
in the same classification 
(Pontiac lists Mazda Millenia, 
Acura Legend, Dodge In¬ 
trepid, Nissan Maxima) Bon 
neville rates highly. You would 
have to be extremely picky to 
find fault with the 1996 SLE 
model.

The state representative for 
Ypsilanti explained that there 
are laws against locating un¬ 
needed hazardous waste sites 
in an area populated with peo¬ 
ple living under a certain eco¬ 
nomic level. “If you grant the 
permit,” he said, “It will be 
stopped by a court injunction 
on this basis. It will be 
blocked. Property values will 
go down, and it will have a neg¬ 
ative impact on housing. Don’t 


make that mistake.” 

Belleville Mayor Dennis 
Fassett spoke next. After read¬ 
ing a resolution passed unani¬ 
mously by the city council 
against the permit, the mayor 
added his own feelings. “It is 
inconceivable to me, and to 
others, that time in time again 
we express all we have to say, 
and it seems to pass beyond 
those delegated to make im¬ 
portant decisions to those in 
Washington,” he said. “From 


now on, I think with any candi¬ 
date for office, we should 
make sure the local commu¬ 
nity has control over their own 
futures. If the permit passes 
and it leaks, it will be an un¬ 
comfortable political incident 
to Washington politicians. It 
will be an unfortunate eco¬ 
nomic incident to the owners 
of the landfill, and it will be an 
economic disaster to the com¬ 
munity. Washington politicians 
are able to go home and re¬ 


cline next to their pristine wa¬ 
ters. We would like to recline 
next to the pristine waters 
here too. Now, and in the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Van Buren Treasurer, Helen 
Foster stated that you would 
expect a company wjth a per¬ 
mit application to be on its 
best performance. But, she 
pointed out, since the April 23, 
1996 public hearing, EQ has 
been sited with 20 air emission 
violations. .
